BCHAFFHACSKN, Aug 
26 —This 13 OUT 


last stopping place in Switzerland, and I am 
sorry, because Switzerland Is the most de- 
lightful country in Europe. 
We came in 


away down yonder on tbe Sunplon, next 
door to Italy, and now we go oat into Ger- 
many, and our trip hi tiler lias been a won- 
derful panoi ama, moving by day and. wait- 
ing 101 us by night. Tbe mighty mountains 
never grow older, the snows are as white, 
the Alpine roses as i ed, and the grizzled faces 
of the looks, with their beards of moss, are as 
grim and gray as they were 1,900 years ago, 
when tbe Romans came this way and wrote 
letters, back to Rome, just as we western 
Romans are doing now, and as their prede 
Lessors of 1,800 years did before them. 


We came up to Schaffhausen to see tho 


Falls of the Rhine Schuffhauaen la a kind ot 
afallspaiasite 
That is to say, nobody, who 


is anybody, would be likely to come- to 
Schaffhausen unletsfhe falls were here, and 
if she did, the'd be sorry for it The falls 
are two miles below town, and we walked 
there In the evening to see them illuminated. 
1 be night was f avorabln, and with Hie ligbte 
playing on tbe dashing waters the effect was 
beautiful, but we had seen Giessbach by 
night, arid when one has seen (hat other 
illumirmtirns are entirely secondary 


Much nioi e attractive than the falls illumi- 


nation was the illumination by electric light 
of the ancient castle of Laufen, on the crags 
above the water 
The cascle looks like 4 


pictuio any way, and when tho powerful 
light was thiown on it from the farther 
shore ft stood out against the shadows of the 
night exactly as if it were on the screen of 
a magic lantern, and to us sitting a quai tei 
of a mile away, the effect was so peculiar 
that I do not hesitate to recommend it to all 
who may tend these lines 


ButGiossbach Falls on Loire Biienz, are 


the falls to see ' by candio light ' There tho 
watci comes down 1,2<)0 foot in seven falls, 
and six of thorn are filed evory night 
Tho lights are in front, behind and at the 
sides of the cataracts and when they begin 
to change coloi, and st! enma of red and blue 
and gieen and white come pouring out of 
tbo mountain side, fai up and tumbling 
down the scene according to the best

Switzerland, because it is all I can do to climb 
the stalls In these olovatorless hotels, but I 
hiivo crossed neaily eveiy lake in the entire 
country 'ihe diversified style of travel hero 
demands it 
A ti avekr can't go Ofty miles in 


Swit/oiland, 1 don't believe, without putting 
into use every known mode of transportation 
except the balloon, ami I am going to intrc- 
duco that next yeai 
I shall organize the 


Mont Blanc and Chnmonnix Air line, raise 
enough money in Amei ica to get the engi- 
neers to work, set tbe boom to going, and at 
tho proper time sell out at a high figure, just 
as the men do then go and have fun on the 
proceeds—also just as the men do 


But the road will be built, and the way It 


will be done will be to lay a wiro rope from 
Chamoumx, right along up the mountains, 
across the rocks and snow to the summit of

shows up abont as well, if not better, at 
twenty five miles distance than it does at 100 
yards and when one thinks she will take a 
little run over to the mountain side and en 
joy a pleasant Uimb, she finds she has to start 
the day hcfure and cross half a dozen inter 
veiling ranges of bills and valleys as a pre- 
liminary to the actual business I did that 
at llist but I don't do it any more, and 
yet I am nor acquainted with tho moun- 
tains.

It is important to consider 


the condition of Ennls, which is a notori 
ous center of agrarian crime. It is absun 
to describe such meetings as are hell 
there as opportunities for free discussion 
only. They are heralded by inflamma- 
tory placards, and the obvious object of 
the meetings was to defeat law and to 
foster outrages and intimidation, 


"As for Mltchellstown." said the secre- 


tary, "it IB ascertained that the police had 
Immense provocation. 
They were assault- 


ed and stoned and struck with black- 
thorns before they drew their batons. It 
was not until they were disordered by a 
charge of horsemen and knocked down, 
wounded and forced to fly for their lives, 
that the police fired. The llrlng was ab- 
solutely necessary to protect the barracks 
and the unfortunate police stragglers out- 
side. It was not random firing by men in 
a panic, but a deliberate act ordered by 
the commander.

Mr. Balfour concluded by declaring that 


the Government would not waver from the 
line which they had marked out; that 
they expected little from the opposition, 
but with their courage unshaken they 
would persevere in a course which could 
only end in a conciliation of Ireland.

GKNIVA, Sept. 18.—The particulars of

The Puroha»e of Bonds and the Prepay- 
ment of Interest. 


WASHINOTON, Sept. 13.— I^iegardto the 


purchase of bonds by the.GojBrnment, th« 
President said yesterday , to the represen- 
tative of the" United Press: ''The criti- 
cism upon the action of the Treasury '•De- 
partment *or the1 refusal to -accept any of 
the offers of bonds ilast 'Vfednesd^, It 
seems to me, Is inconsiderately made. In 
the first place, the offers were higher, con- 
sidering the lapse of the time they had to 
run, 
than 
they 
had 
theretofore 


been, and did not present as favor- 
able terms to the Government. 
In 


the next place, the number offered was 
much less, than on former 
occasions. 


These facts may well give rise to the in- 
ference that people holding bonds pre- 
ferred them to money. 
The Government 


wants to buy bonds to answer the require- 
ments of the law relating to the sinking 
fund, and it is willing to advance interest 
on such bonds as are not bought, and 
thus supply any immediate demand there 
may be for money. These two movements 
of the Treasury Department are calculated 
to release a good deal of money and turn 
it into business channels if required. But 
they are both executive acts, and must be 
performed with due regard to the inter- 
ests of the Government, as one of the par- 
ties to these transactions. There Is no 
disposition to-.drive a sharp bargain with 
the holders of the bonds, but it will not do 
to say that there is no side to the bargain 
except that of the seller and holder, and 
that 
these 
bonds 
must 
be 


bought and the interest ads'anced on 
such terms as their interest alone dictates. 
The competition offered in the sale of 
bonds is a Just way to fix their price, and 
will be fairly pursued aijj long as it seems 
to protect against an undue advantage on 
the part of sellers, and results in oCTors 
which, 
upon 
business considerations, 


ought to regulatetheir value as between 
private parties. The government ought 
not to be expected, regardless of any pub- 
lic purpose, to identify itself with private 
business or speculation," 


A New and Valuable Fertilizer. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. i;i.— J. H. Smith, 


commercial agent at Mayonce, Germany, 
in his last report to the Dopnrtment of 
State, contributed an interesting paper on 
"Thomas slag" as a fertilizer, "It may not 
bo generally known to the American pub- 
lic," he says, "that thoslag obtained in the 
working of the crude iron, which was 
formally regarded as a refuse article to 
be got rid of in the best way possible, 
cast upon hillsides 
and thrown into 


streams of water, has in the last three or 
four years come to-be recognized in fier- 
many as a valuable fertilizing agent and 
excellent substitute for supjr phosphates. 
Four years ago this stuff was, I believe, 
considered worthless; to-day -100,000 En- 
glish tons of it are ground to a ilnepowdor 
to be scattered over the fields of Germany. 


"In pig iron much phosphorous is mot 


with, which must be removed when tho 
iron is converted into steel or forged. Tho 
freeing of 
this phosphorous from the 


rough iron was formerly a matter of much 
difficulty, but is now very satisfactorily 
done by an improvement of the Bessemer 
process, discovered by Messrs. Gilchrist 
and Thomas, ' of England. The slag ob- 
tained, denominated Thomas slag, 
is 


rich in phosphoric lime. From it tho iron 
is separated, and tho slag then broken np, 
sifted and ttnoly ground into <lnst, powder 
or meal, which is put upon tho market as 
a fertilizer', and under the mimo of patent 
phosphate meal, is given to tho public. It 
contains from twenty-four to twenty-live 
per cent, phosphoric acid. 


"Up to two years ago it was not believed 


that the crude Thomas slag, finely ground, 
could be used as a fertilizer. A cloaor 
study of the character ot the Thomas 
phosphate meal led to the conclusion that 
by simply reducing the rough material to 
a flne powder a more effective fertilizer is 
obtained than from bono dust or oven raw 
Peruvian guano. 


"The German iron works make about 


400,000 English tons of tho Thomas sing a 
year, which can bo sold to tho farmers, 
when reduced to dust, at a price one- third 
o£ super-phosphate, containing an equal 
quantity of phosphoric acid.
